15,000 TAMPA CIGAR 
WORKERS GOING OUT. | 


Tampa, Fla., July 6.—(4)—Tam- 
pa's cigar industry will be at a stand- | 
still tomorrow while more than 15.- 
OO workers stage a demonstration of | 
protest against the proposed execution | 
of Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- | 
zetti, under sentence of death in olas-| 
sachusetts. | 

The demonstration in the form of a | 
24-hour strike is unique in the annals 
of the profession here in that it voices 
no grieveance against the manufac- 
turers but is instead in the nature of a 
holiday during which a program will 
be held to protest the fate of the 
Massachusetts prisoners. 

Apporximately 146 factories are ex- 
pected to suspend activities and this 
number may be augmented by numer- 
ous small concerns employing only 
half a dozen workers. The walkout 
is the result of a ballot a week ago 
among 45 larger plants at which a 
vote of 5, 795 against 301 revealed sen- 
timent in favor of the strike. 

Unable to agree upon a date for the 
walkout, the 45 factories appointed 
delegates to a general meeting, and the 
delegates in turn appointed a com- 
mittee of seven which fixed July 7 as 
the date. The manufacturers made 
little attempt to stay the workers and 
announced that in many instances 
that the clerical force would remain 
on the job to take the annual inven- 
tory while the workers were out. 

The strike, technically starting at 
midnight tonight, amounts merely to 
a suspension of activities tomorrow, 
the workers expecting to return to 
their duties on Friday morning. 

A program is planned in the labor 
temple tomorrow afternoon during 
which speeches will be. made in Eng- 
lish, Spanish and Italian and resolu- 
tions adopted to be sent to Governor 
Fuller of Massachusetts asking execu- 
tive clemency. 

Little chance is felt locally in the 
strike, walkouts among the cigar 
workers being a frequent occurence. 
Strike lendane made it plain, however, 
that the demonstration was purely a 
sympathitic one and indicated no ill 
will against the manufacturers.

Makes a Lie Dishonorable 
By Robert Quillen 


Here is a strange paradox: A world composed of lars hates a liar. 
And yet it is no paradox, for there are degrees of turpitude in falsehood, 
and the common belief is that a lie is no more vicious than the motive 
that prompts it. 

In time of war, when moral standards are shelved in the name of 
expediency, all combatants use the die as a weapon and nobody is horrified 
save by the lies of the other side. 

Some months ago a man of national reputation was senténced to the 
penitentiary for lying on the witness stand. The general public thinks 
of him as a victim: for it holds that fair play requires treating all men 
alike, and it knows the penitentiaries would not hold all of these who tell 
untruths when they testify 

To “give the lie’ is to invite combat: all men think it an insult and 
are quick to ‘defend their honor.”” And yet the man who thus pretends 
to reverence truth is in fact resenting the truth, for the one who calls 
him a liar is stating a fact. A competent liar he is, unless he is the rarest 
of men. 

A man may lie to save his life, to save a woman’s reputation or to 
prevent an injustice, and the world will think no less of him 

Then what is it the world so cordially despises? It is the motive 
back ot the lie. 

If a man lies to injure another, or as a means of cheating, or to ac- 
complish anything which in itself is dishonorable, the world feels a just 
and righteous scorn 

It is dishonor the world hates 
unless it serves the cause of dishonor. 

In social life there is tacit agreement that lying is a duty. You must 
tell the hostess you had a good time, though the brutal truth is you were 
bored almost beyond endurance . 

To the meddler who prys into your affairs you are privileged to tell 
something less than the truth, for it is not good manners to suggest that 
he go where Dante saw the lone she wolf 

We need more truth about lying. We need to discuss it honestly. 
bh present practice of pretending is no less dishonorable than outright 
ying. 

Teach the boy to speak the truth? No; that is to get at the thing 
indirection, and the result is erdless confusion. 
Teach the boy to be honorable, and leave the rest to his conscience.

-DEGORATES BYRD 


Paris, July 6.—()—Public inter- 
est in America's trans-Atlantic avia- 
tors continued to rise today, It spread 
to aviation in general, and there were 
stories of whole flotillas of airplanes 
coming to Europe, of Charles Levine 
returning home as an air passenger 
in the Columbia with a French pilot 
at the “stick;” of a 4,000-mile non- 
stop flight from Brussels to the Bel- 


gian Congo across the heart of the 
Sahara, and further plans of Com- 
mander Byrd for exploring the region 
around the south pole. 

Stimulating this interest were nu- 
merous incidents of various kinds, the 
most dramatic of ‘which happened 
when Commander Byrd and his com- 
rades paid a visit to the Hotel Des 
Invalides, home of France's war 
wounded. It is here that the “broken 
wings” of the war are spending quiet 
days in peace. 

The mutilated men were lined up 
to meet the American airmen, some 
of them standing, others in rolling 
chairs. Among the latter was Captain 
Charles Legendre, a paralyzed French 
aviator, who was so moved by the ap- 
pearance of Byrd and by the courage 
the American fliers had shown, that 
he determined he would walk. And he 
did walk. 


With Byrd holding one arm and No- 
ville the other he mounted the stair- 
way leading to Napoleon's tomb and 
with them. gazed on the emperor's 
resting place for the first time, though 
he had lived within a few yards of

This was decreed today by Justice 
Hitz, in the District of Columbia su- 
preme court, in overruling demurrers 
to bribery indictments returned some 
three years ago against the former 
interior secretary and the California 
“il operator and his son, Kdward tl. 
Doheny, Jr. 

The demurrers were filed after the 
United States supreme court has can- 
celled} the lease contracts involving 
California oil lands which Fall haa 
granted to Doheny’s oil company. The 
highest court held that the contracts 
were made withoutegal «authority and 
also that they were tainted with fraud 
and corruption because of the $100.- 
transaction between Fall and Do- 

eny. 

The defendants took the positic» 
that since Fall had no legal authority 
to make the contracts he could not 
be accused of accepting a bribe nor 
the Dohenys charged with giving a 
bribe in connection with the leases 
since a government official could not 
be bribed to commit an act which he 
had vo legal authority to commit. 

Justice Hitz held that the executive 
order transferring jurisdiction of the 
naval oil reserves from the navy to 
the interior department was valid un. 
til revoked or voided oy the courts 
and that consequently the cuntentiou 
of the defendants was without weight. 

At the conspiracy trial involving 
the leases, held here last December 
the jury returned a verdict of not 
guilty after the senior Doheny hao 
testified that the $100,000 which he 
sent Fall by his son while the leases 
were being negotiated was simply the 
loan of one old friend to another and 
‘had nothing to do with the leases.
